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VII. CLAIMS 


What is claimed is: 



A storage compartment in a truck bed/iner comprising a hingedly affixed divider 


'anel that forms a vertical wall when in a raised pos/tion and a hingedly affixed enclosure panel 
that forms a horizontal cover member when in a raised position, the divider panel and the 
enclosure panel positioned such that when in a raised position form an enclosed compartment. 

2. The storage compartment of Claim 1 further including a divider 
panel securing means for positioning and securing the divider panel. 

3. The storage compartment of Claim 1 further including an enclosure 
panel securing means/for positioning and securing the enclosure panel. 


4. The storage compartment of Claim 1 wherein the divider panel is located in the 
bottom of the truck bed liner. 


5. The storage/compartment of Claim 1 wherein the enclosure panel is located in the 
back wall of the truck bed Ainer. 
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6. The storage compartment of Cl^im 1 wherein the enclosure panel is located in the 
front wall of the truck bed liner. 

7. The storage compartment of qlaim 1 wherein the enclosure panel is located in the 
Side wall of the truck bed liner. 

8. The storage compartment of Claim 1 wherein the divider panel and the enclosure 
panel each have three free edges and a fourth edge comprising a hinge means. 

9. The storage compartment! of Claim 8 wherein the hinge means is a living hinge. 

The storage compartment/ of Claim 2 wherein the divider panel securing means 
comprises at Wst two protrusions extending outwardly from each Side wall of the liner at a 
predetermined point in the side walls such that they maintain the divider panel in a 90 angle with 
respect to the bottom when the dividpnpanel is in a raised position, the protrusions being spaced 
apart from one another along the hqri^ontal axis a sufficient distance such that the divider panel 
can be positioned between them. 
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1 1 . The liner c f Claim 3 wherein the enclosure panel securing means comprises at 
least two horizontal protru sions extending outwardly from each of the two side walls of the liner 

the Side wall, the horizontal protrusions being spaced apart from one 
another a sufficient distancfe to form a closure channel to receive and secure the enclosure panel

13. The linerlof Claim 1 wherein the enclosure panel is releasably affixed to the first 
side of the base panel by a hook and loop type of fastener. 


14. A storage compartment for a truck bed liner comprising: 

an integrated divider panel having at least two living hinges located at 
predetermined locations on the divider panel, the living hinges enabling the divider panel to be 
raised into a vertical pasition at one of the at least two living hinges and horizontal position at the 
second of the at least ;wo living hinges; and 

panel securing means, whereby, the divider panel can be positioned and secured to 
form a trunk storage compartment. 
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15. A storage compartment in a veWcle liner comprising a hingedly affixed divider 
panel that forms a vertical wall when in a raised position and a hingedly affixed enclosure panel 
that forms a horizontal cover member whennn a raised position, the divider panel and the 
enclosure panel positioned such that whennn a raised position form an enclosed compartment. 

16. The storage compartment of Claim 15 further including a divider 
panel securing means for positioning and securing the divider panel. 

17. The /ruck bed liner of Claim 15 further including an enclosure panel 
securing means for positioning and securing the enclosure panel. 

18. The storage compartment of Claim 15 wherein the divider panel is located in the 
bottom of the vehicle liner. / 

19. The storage compartment of Claim 15 wherein the enclosure panel is located in 
the back wall of the vejficle liner. 

20. The/storage compartment of Claim 15 wherein the enclosure panel is located in 
the front wall of the vehicle liner. 
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21. The storage compartment/ of Claim 15 wherein the enclosure panel is located in the 
Side wall of the vehicle liner. 


22. The storage compartment of Claim 15 wherein the divider panel and the enclosure 
panel each have three free edges and £ fourth edge comprising a hinge means. 


23. The vehicle liner of Claim 22 wherein the hinge means is a living hinge.

27. The liner of Claim 15 wherein the enclosure panel is releasably affixed to the first 
side of the base panel by a hook and loop type of fastener. 

28. An enclosed storage compartment for a vehicle having a storage compartment 
comprising a hingedly affixed divider panel that forms a vertical wall when in a raised position and 
an enclosure panel thauforms a horizontal cover member when in a raised position, the divider 
panel and enclosure p&nel positioned adjacent to one another and secured into place forming an 
enclosed compartmdnt. 
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29. An enclosed storage compartment fon a vehicle having a storage compartment 
comprising a divider panel having at least two living hinges located at predetermined locations on 
the divider panel, the living hinges enabling the divider panel to be raised into a vertical position at 
one of the at least two living hinges and horizontal position at the second of the at least two living 
hinges; and 

panel securing means, whereby, the divider panel can be positioned and secured to form a 
trunk storage compartment. 



A truck bed of the type madf of materials capable of having formed members, the 
improvement comprising: 

a divider panel and further/comprising at least two living hinges located at 
predetermined locations on the divider panel, the living hinges enabling the divider panel to be 
raised into a vertical position at one oi/the at least two living hinges and horizontal position at the 
second of the at least two living hingp/ and 

panel securing memsl ^hereby, the divider panel can be positioned and secured to 
form a trunk storage compartment with the bottom and an adjacent Side wall. 
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31. A storage compartment in a truck bed comprising a hingedly affixed divider panel 
that forms a vertical wall when in a raised position anfl a hingedly affixed enclosure panel that 
forms a horizontal cover member when in a raised position, the divider panel and the enclosure 
panel positioned such that when in a raised position form an enclosed compartment. 

32. The storage compartment of Claim 3 1 further including a divider 
panel securing means for positioning and securing the divider panel. 

33. The storagfe compartment of Claim 3 1 further including an 
enclosure panel securing^ means for positioning and securing the enclosure panel. 

34. The storage compartment of Claim 3 1 wherein the divider panel is located in the 
bottom of the truck bed. / 

35. The storage compartment of Claim 3 1 wherein the enclosure panel is located in 
the back wall of the truck bed./ 

36. The storage compartment of Claim 3 1 wherein the enclosure panel is located in 
the front wall of the truckibed. 
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37. The storage compartment of Claim 3 1 whereinf the enclosure panel is located in the 
Side wall of the truck bed. / 

38. The storage compartment of Claim 3 1 therein the divider panel and the enclosure 
panel each have three free edges and a fourth edge comprising a hinge means. 

39. The storage compartment of Claim 38 wherein the hinge means is a living hinge. 

40. The storage compartment of Klaim 32 wherein the divider panel securing means 
comprises at least two protrusions extending outwardly from each Side wall of the bed at a 
predetermined point in the side walls sucM that they maintain the divider panel in a 90 angle with 
respect to the bottom when the dividerroanel is in a raised position, the protrusions being spaced 
apart from one another along the horizontal axis a sufficient distance such that the divider panel 
can be positioned between them. / 

41 . The storage compartment of Claim 33 wherein the enclosure panel securing 
means comprises at least two Horizontal protrusions extending outwardly from each of the two 
side walls of the bed at a predetermined point in the Side wall, the horizontal protrusions being 
spaced apart from one ano/her a sufficient distance to form a closure channel to receive and 
secure the enclosure panel between the horizontal protrusions. 
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42. The storage compartment of Claim 3 1 further /comprising a base panel, the base 
panel having a first side and a second side, the enclosure partbl being releasably affixed to the first 
side of the base panel when the enclosure panel is not within the enclosure securing means. 

43. The storage compartment of Claim 3 l/wherein the enclosure panel is releasably 
affixed to the first side of the base panel by a hook/and loop type of fastener. 

44. A truck bed of the type capable4f having co-joined members and generally having 

a front wall, two side walls, a bottom, and a^ailgate, the improvement comprising: 

a hingedly affixed divider; and 
divider securing means, / 

whereby, the divider can be positioned ; and secured with the divider securing means to 

compartmentalize the truck bed. 

45. The truck bed of£laim 44 wherein the divider is located in the bottom of the 
truck bed. 

46. The truck be'd of Claim 44 wherein the improvement is molded into the truck bed 
and having three free edges and a fourth edge comprising a hinge means to fix the divider to the 
bed. 
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47. The hinge means of Claim 46 further ^comprising a living hinge. 


48. The truck bed of Claim 44 whecein the divider is cut into the bed after the bed is 


manufactured. 



^49/ The truck bed of Claim^4 wherein the divider securing means further comprises at 
least two protrusions extending outwardly from each side wall of the bed at a predetermined point 
in the side walls such that they maintain the divider in a 90° angle when the divider is in a raised 
position, said protrusions being /paced apart from one another along the horizontal axis a 
sufficient distance such that t^fe divider can be positioned between them. 


50. The truck/bed of Claim 44 further comprising horizontally divided locking means 
to maintain the divide/ in a horizontal position when the divider is not in a raised position. 


The truck bed of Claim 44 wherein the divider is molded into at least one side 
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52. The truck bed of Claim 44 wherein the divider is cut into at least one of the side 
walls of the bed. / 

53. An enclosed jftorage compartment for a vehicle liner comprising a divider panel 
having at least two living/hinges located at predetermined locations on the divider panel, the living 
hinges enabling the divicler panel to be raised into a vertical position at one of the at least two 
living hinges and horizontal position at the second of the at least two living hinges; and 

panel secudfng means, whereby, the divider panel can be positioned and secured to form a 
trunk storage compartment.
